When Secretary of War Root reaches.Fort 
Sheridan next Saturday he will find that 
poverty and the pawnbroker have struck 
the post. 

Loose change and watches are scarce 
among the soldiers of the Twenty-ninth In- 
‘fantry. A week and a half ago was pay 
day, but the government held up the money, 
and now what little cash the saloons left 
the men at the close of the celebration that 
followed the paymaster’s June visit has 
disappeared. The-saloonkeepers have re- 
fused credit, there is no canteen, and now 
that the last quarter has disappeared the 
men have taken to pawning. The loan 
shark, too, is after the soldiers. 

Silver watches are bringing an even dol- 
lar in the saloons when placed in pawn, and 
a half a dollar more When sold. Gold 
watches are valued at twice that sum, and 
there hardly is a saloonkeper in Highwood 
who has not a quantity large enough to stock 
a store. Superfluous clothing has changed 
hands, and the men have gone so far as to 
sell their blankets and government goods, 

which the law prohibits, thus inviting court- 
martial and punishment for theft. 


Soldier Tells of Troubles. 

“The trouble is that we cannot get beer 
and tobacco at the canteen,” said Private 
White of Company D. This makes ud go 
to the saloons, and we have parted with all 
our cash. We dare not complain, for that 
would be mutiny, yet if pay day does not 
‘| come soon there will hardly be a dollar left 
in the camp. The loan sharks are bombard- 
ing us with letters, and many of them have 
come out here and offered terms that some 
of the men found impossible to refuse. 

It is hard on the men,“ said Colonel Van 
Horne, yesterday, but I think they will be 
paid next Tuesday or Wednesday. It must 
be done early in the week, and many ot the 
boys will get a fair wage this month. In this 
way the suspension of the canteen is still 
causing us trouble, but I think, from all av- 
pearances, that the day has about gone by 
when a lot of cackling women can step in and 
cause such trouble. Of course, the men are 
suffering, but we cannot help it.“ | 


Dread Ohio Post Duty. 

In addition to the woes of being hard up, the 
soldiers are dreading the order which has 
come from the War department at Washing- 
ton authorizing the moying of the First 
Battalion, which consists of Companies A, B, | 
C, and D, to the barracks at Columbus, O. 
The reason for the dissatisfaction is that 
the move makes the immediate prospect of 
duty in the Philippines almost die away, 
yet even Colonel Van Horne is confident that 
ultimately the men will go across the Pacific.

Brith in an out-of-the-way place with only a dog for a companion and with her 
prison-house surrounded by barb wire and armed sentinels, receives credence becaus® 
of the known tendency of Mrs. Schreiner to defy British authority and the fact that 
she has been a virtual prisoner at her Matjesfontein home, where martial law prevails 
and where her intense pro-Boér sympathies have kept the British busy preventing her 
from citculating what they term incendiary pamphlets.’ 

Mrs. Schreiner’s campaign for the burghers began before the first shot was fired, 
and she bas ever since been one of the sharpest thorns John Bull has had to handle in 
south Africa. The first of her open letters to the world, which was a scathing arraign- 
ment of the British purposes in the war, created a sensation in England, where some 
demands were made that the author be imprisoned at once. Her brother, the Premier 

of Cape Colony, also is noted for his championship of the Boer cause, although his 
sympathies..have not been given expression in any such intense outbursts as have 


come from the pen of his literary sister.

Schreiner, whose name was taken by her husband, a south African colonist, 


at their marriage seven years ago, is just past 40. She was 20 when she went to London 
with the manuscript of The Story of a South Africam Farm,” which is the foundation 
stone of her literary fame. She is the daughter of a German Lutheran clergyman of 
Cape Town. It ls said there was once a love affair between her and Cecil Rhodes, of

FIREMEN OBEY STRIKE ORDER. 
Many Coal Mines in Pennsylvania Are 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 16,—The strike or- 
der of President Mullahy of the Stationary 
Firemen’s association of Pennsylvania was 
obeyed promptly this morning when 900 
members of the organization in this sec- 
tion of the State refused to go to work. 

Most of the strikers are employed as fire- 
men at the coal mines and their failure 
to report for duty caused nearly all the 
collieries in the northern anthracite region 
to suspend operations, throwing out of 
work, it is estimated, 30,000 men and boys. 
Some of the individual coal operators con- 
ceded the demands of their employés on 
condition that the short hour day was not 
to hold if the men employed by the big 
companies did not get the same concessions. 
The big coal companies, however, refused 
to make any concessions. The officials 
elaimed that che demands of the firemen 
were unreasonable, that they had received 
@ 10 per cent increase when the pay of 
the miners was raised last fall, and that 
the demands now madeupon the companies 
are equal to a 20 per cent advance, 

Reports to the union from all the dis- 
tricts showed that the strike from Pittston 
to Shickshinny in this, Luserne, county 
was general, and that the coal companies 
were unable to secure new men to take 
the places of the strikers, although it was 
claimed they had made desperate efforts 
to do so. The strikers claim the engineers 
are friendly to them and will not work with 
non-union men.

HAD HOPED TO TIDE CRISIS. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 16,—[Special.]—The 
admissions of Samuel A. Gaylord and Jehn 
H. Blessing of the insolvent brokerage firm 
of Gaylord-Blessing & Co. came as a shock 
to St. Loulsans who had been dealing with 
the firm for years, and had had implicit confi- 
dence in the senior member, Mr. Gaylord, 
and the junior member, who had grown up 
practically in Mr. Gaylord’s office. N 

The firm failed last April and Bankruptcy 
Referee Coles of the United States Court 
has been taking the testimony of the persons 
interested. 

From the testimony of Mr. Gaylord it ap- 
pears that a broker’s clients are practically 
helpless in his hands. He said that for two 
years before the failure the firm had been 
insolvent and had been gambling with money 
of their customers in hope of winning enough 
to get even. These transactions had been 
made in the names of insane persons, fic 
titious persons, or relatives of the members 
of the firm so that the books would appear 
straight. i 


Gaylord Tells of Methods. 

Deals wherein no stock ever changed 
hands, being a mere matter of bookkeeping, 
in which the firm never forgot to charge up 
commissions, margtns, and interest, were ad- 
mitted by Mr. Gaylord, who also admitted 
the employment of relatives’ names and the 
use of an insane man’s name in the accounts, 
as testified to by Mr. Blessing last week. 

At the time of the failure they were short 
$150,000 in bonds, face value, and over 6,000 
shares of stocks in New York. It was ad- 
mitted by the witness that the failure was 
due to their own speculation, by whith they 
had hoped to win out and pay off their in- 
debtedness, estimated to have been some- 

Customers Always Lost. 

The witness admitted to Mr. George D, 
Reynolds, attorney for the trustee, that the 
plans of the firm were such that no matter 
which way the market went the firm's 
customers were the losers. The conclusion 
reached from the testimony was that the 
firm, finding itself in desperate straits, re- 


solved to adopt desperate means to get up. 
Ir the market went up, they would realize 


enough to pay off their indebtedness, if it 
went down the customers would lose and they 
would fall.

The first of these was given by J. R. Cooke 
who attached a certificate for 100 shares v 
St. Louis Transit company stock as col- 
lateral. The collateral had disappeared. 
When asked what became of it, Mr. Gaylord 
stated that it was put in some one of 
banks. It was detached from the note for 
the reason, he said, that they did not waut 
Mr. Cooke's name to appear in the trans 
action. He knew that in so disposing of it 
the firm took the risk of losing Mr. Cooke's 
collateral for him. He could not recall what 
bank it had gone to, but said that it went for 
Gaylord & Blessing’s benefit and not Mr. 
Cooke's. 

The hearing was adjourned to 11 o’clock 
next Thursday, when the bookkeeper, Hal- 
ford L. MacCabe. will be examined.

Estate, of Which He Is Administra- 
‘tor—Prisoner Admits Shortage, but 


tion by His Relatives. 


Louis Kotte, son of the late George Kotte, 
the wealthy Cincinnati brewer, is a prisoner 
at the Central Station charged with the em- 
bezzlement of $20,000 from the estate of his 
mother. Kotte, who is 24 years old, was ar- 
rested last evening by Detective Sergeants 
Corbus and Sheedy at his boarding-house at 
148 Dearborn avenue. 

When taken to the Central Station Kotte 
at first refused to discuss the case, but after 
talking with Lieutenant Joyce he stated that 
he had used the money playing the races in 
Cincinnati, and that he would be able to 
settle the matter if given an opportunity by 
his brothers and sisters, who caused his 
arrest. 

Kotte was made administrator of his 
mother’s estate at the time of the latter's 
death, and for a time managed it well. He 
finally fell into the company of a number of 
“young men who were playing the races, and, 
it is said, became a race-track follower. 


Takes Plunge and Loses. 

For a time Mr. Kotte was successful at the 
racetrack, it is said, and then he began to 
lose money rapidly. Thinking he could win 
money enough on a horse to put him even 
in his accounts, Kotte made a final plunge, 
according to report, that lost him over $6,000. 
Disgusted with the troubles which the loss 
of money had brought upon him and the 
censuring which he received from his broth- 
ers and sisters, Kotte says, he decided to 
leave Cincinnati. 
A few days after Kotte’s disappearance 
Chief Deitsch of the Cincinnati police was 
asked to find and arrest him. Chief Deitsch 
wired Captain Colleran, asking him to look 
out for and arrest Kotte, and also stating 
that Kotte would be found, in all probabill- 
ty, at 148 Dearborn avenue. The detectives 
had no difficulty in finding and arresting the 
young man. 

Admits Shortage of $20,000. 
Kotte was taken before Lieutenant Joyce, 
where he admitted being short some $20,000, 
but claimed that the matter could be settled, 
as his sisters had promised not to prosecute 
him. When questioned by Lieutenant Joyce 
he said that he lived at 2378 Wheeler street, 
Coryville, which is a suburb of Cincinnati. 
“How about the embezzlement of this 
$20,000?" asked Lieutenant Joyce. 
„Well, I guess that $20,000 will square me 
with my brothers and sisters,“ Kotte re- 
plied. ‘‘ I spent the money in different ways, 
most of it through playing the races. I will 
willingly go back to Cincinnati and stand 
trial for embezzlement if the remainder of 
the family want to prosecute the case, but 
I guess it will be settled without the case 
coming to trial.“ 
Lieutenant Joyce was pleased last night 
over the arrest of Kotte. This is a record 
breaker, he said. We received a tele- 
gram from Chief Dietsch at 5:10 o'clock ask- 
ing us to arrest Kotte, and at 5:40 he was a 
prisoner at the Central Station.“ ; 
Louis Kotte is a member of a prominent 
German family in Cincinnati. In November, 
1899, he was appointed administrator of his 
mother’s estate, which was considerable. 
The bonding company, his surety in the sum 
of $8,000, asked early last year that he give 
an accounting, but he refused, and on June 
24, 1900, he was removed as administrator by 
Judge Ferris.

PLAYS RAGES; IN A GBLL 


Declares There Will Be No Prosecu- 


10 FIGHT A STENCH 


AGAINST RENDERING PLANTS. 


| Citizens Arrange for a Big Mass-Meet- 
ing at Which They Will Demand of 
Mayor Harrison That He Revoke the 
Licenses of the Offending Concerns— 
Dowie Dragged Into the Controversy 
—Say That the Odor Makes Life Al- 
most Unbearable. | 


War on a peculiarly penetrating stench 
that apparently comes of the family from 
which the Stock-Yards odor springs was de- 
clared last night by citizens of the Fourth 
and Fifth Wards. 

The group of rendering houses near Quinn 
street and Archer avenue are the offenders 
and the citizens last evening arranged for 
a mass-meeti at which demand will be 
made that al the garbage reduction plants 
in the distrieft be closed. In order that there 
may be no lack of enthusiasm the meeting 
will be held on July 28 in the open air al- 
most under the walls of the hated estab- 
lishments. The property holders say that 
if the protest of the residents cannot bring 
Mayor Harrison to revoke the licenses of 
all the rendering establishments in the dis- 
trict they will fight them in the courts as 
nuisances. 
Mayor Has Critics. 

The mass-meeting was planned at an in- 
dignation meeting held at Hanley Hall, 3001 
Archer avenue, by the Improvement associa- 
tion of the Fourth and Fifth Wards. The 
report was heard of the committee which 
waited on the Mayor three weeks ago ask- 
ing that all Hcenses of refuse burners in the 
vicinity be revoked, and it was stated that 
while the license of one of the houses was 
revoked yesterday, the greater offenders had 
been left unmolested. 

“When we asked the Mayor to drive out 
the refuse burners we wanted no half-way 
measures, said Secretary Robert Sloan. 
We wanted them all driven out, and not 
the smallest and least influential establish- 
ments. The Mayor did not look with much 
favor on our complaint. He was willing 
to regard the Hine Bros.’ house as not prop- 
erly conducted, but would not think of re- 
voking the license of the Turner Rendering 
company, which we deem much worse. 

We are tired of hanging around the 
Mayor’s office to wait for hours until he can 
listen to us. When thecommittee of twenty- 
five, armed with a petition signed by 500 
people of the vicinity, went to his office we 
had to wait an hour and a half for him to get 
through talking with Dowie. We won't wait 
in the halls with our claims while the Mayor 
spends hours with Dowie. We will see what 
a series of mass-meetings will do.“ © 


Power of the Odor. 


The residents of the district say that the 
odor from the burning of garbage at night 
and in the early morning is intolerable. It is 
this odor, they asesrt, that the residents of 
the district east of the railroad tracks com- 
plain of, thinking the Stock-Yards is the 
source of the offense. 

In the Holden and Brennan schools, located 
within a few blocks of the group of rendering 
houses, it is said that the windows have to 
be shut to keep out the stench. 

They tell us,“ sald D. E. Shanahan, “ that 
not only are they going to continue these es- 
tablishments, to the disgust of 100,000 peo- 
ple who live in the Fourth and Fifth Wards, 
but they will bring more garbage here to be 
burned... Whoever is standing behind these 
plants and keeping them from being driven to. 
the Stock-Yards or outskirts, where they be- 
long, will have to stand aside. 

It was the plant of Hine Bros., 2601 Archer 
avenue, that lost its license yesterday. 


EVICTED NEGROES WILL SUE. 


Demand Settlement by Joliet for Loss 
and Suffering Caused by Burn- 
ing of Hotel. 


Joliet, III., July 16.—[Special.J—A lively 
legal fight upon the city authorities on the 
part of the colored people who were turned 
out of the smallpox infected Bissell House Is 
threatened. A meeting was held at the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church tonight to solicit dona- 
tions to prosecute the case. The Rev. W. H. 
Denton was chairman. There are 900 colored 
voters in Joliet and they are threatening to 
take political action if the present persecu- 
tion, as they term it, is not stopped. Dr. J. 
H. Magee, President of the Blackman’s Bur- 
den Relief association of Chicago, came to 
Joliet today to investigate the situation. He 
said: These people are without shelter and 
without food and are depending upon charity | 
tor theecessaries to sustain life. We under- 
stand that the Mayor and Chief of Police 
have ordered them out of the city, under a 
threat of sending them to the pesthouse if 
they remain. We have advised Mrs. Love 
and her children to remain right where they 
are until the matter is tested in the courts.” 
Mr. Magee says he is President of the South 
Side Republican club of Chicago.

CHARLES A. SPRING DIES LEAV- 
ING MANY FRIENDS. 


Successful Business-Man Expires Who 
Refused to Amas a Fortune Larger 
than 8250,000—General Manager of 


Works Over Forty Years—Generous 
Giver to Philanthropic Enterprises 
and Popular with Employes. 


Charles A. Spring, one of Chicago’s old citi- 
zens and for over forty years manager of the 
McCormick Harvesting Machine company, 
died yesterday at his residence, 448 Dearborn 
avenue, aged 75 years. He was an altruist 
in the sense that he believed no man should 
amass great wealth, and in carrying out his 
principles he limited his fortune to $250,000 
and devoted the excess to the gratification 
of his philanthropic instincts. 

Mr. Spring was the patron of many charit- 
able institytions and gave away large sums, 
but his giving was unknown to all save a few 
of his most intimate and trusted friends. 
While he was liberal toward worthy insti- 
tutions, he is understood to have taken a 
keener interest in advancing the welfare of 
individuals to whom assistance could be giv- 
en with an assurance of benefit. 


Commands Respect of Employes. 
Aside from his generous disposition Mr. 
Spring held a warm place in the affections of 
the employés of the McCormick factories, 
thousands of whom have had occasion to re- 
member him for his genial and kindly dispo- 
sition. As general manager he always com- 
manded the respect and friendship of the men 
with whom he came in contact. : 
In 1858 Mr. Spring became an employe of 
the late Cyrus H. McCormick, and 
was his confidential man during the 
days when the business was strug- 
gling for an existence. Opportuni- 
ties were offered him that, if grasped, might 
have made him a millionaire, but it was not 
his desire to gain distinction that way. He 
was a prominent member of Professor 
Swing’s Church and gave liberally to its 
support. 


Comes to Illinois in 1837. 

Mr. Spring was born in Boston, Mass. His 
parents moved to New York during his early 
childhood, and in the fall of 1837 the family 
came to Illinois and located at Rock Island, 
where he received an education in the public 
schools. He came to Chicago in August, 
1851, and engaged in the boot and shoe busi- 
ness at 170 Lake street. This business was 
conducted at a profit until 1857, when it was 
sold. 

Mr. Spring married Miss Ellen M. Spring 
in 1853 at East Hartford, Conn. Mrs. Spring 
lived until January, 1860. A daughter of this 
inion lived until 1881. In February, 1866, 
Mr. Spring married Miss Eugenia B. Keith 
of Oxford, Me.

- eecutive, week of intense heat, the maximum 


temperatures over a large part of these dis- 
tricts ranging above 100 degrees daily dur- 
ing the week, many stations reporting from 
100 degrees to 107 degrees. With an almost 
entire absence of rain the crops in the 
region named have been subjected to most 
unfavorable conditions. 

In the States lying immediately to the east- 
ward of the Mississippi River high temper- 
atures have also prevailed, but the heat has 
been less intense and its effects not so seri- 
ous as in the districts to the westward. On 
the Atlantic coast favorable temperature con- 
ditions have prevailed with abundant rains, 


Pacific coast it has been cool and Gry, with 
frost in Washington on the 12th. 


Injury to Corn Crop. 

The corn crop as a whole in the great corn 
States of the central valleys hae materially 
deteriorated, and has sustained serious in- 
jury over the western portion of the com 
belt, especially tm Missouri, Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Oklahoma. A part of the 
crop is late, however, and this withstood 
the trying conditions of drought and heat re- 
markabiy well, and with early rains will 
still make a fair crop. Thig is particularly 
applicable to Iowa, Nebraska, and portions 
of Kansas and northern Missouri.

KANSAS CORN CROP GONE. 


Secretary Coburn Advises Farmers to 
Plant Forage Crops and Feed 
Wheat to Cattle. 


Topeka, Kas., July 16.—In a statement 
issued today, F. D. Coburn, secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture, admits that 
the corn crop in Kansas will be practically 
a total failure and advises farmers to plant 
forage crops immediately and to use wheat 
in feeding their cattle. 

While rain has fallen aur the last twen- 
ty-four hours in various parts of Kansas, 
the drought is not yet broken, and little 
benefit has been experienced by the crops. 
The rains have been small local affairs, and 
their only effect has been to cool the at- 
‘mosphere and freshen vegetation to a cer- 
tain extent. Reports of blighted crops con- 
tinue. to come in. In the eastern division 
of the State crops are suffering more than 
in any other. The damage done in the cen- 
tral part is less severe, while in the western 
part the conditions are the most favorable. - 

The corn crop is not the only thing at 
stake. To obtain water for stock and for 
fire protection is a much studied problem, 
and one that will not be solved until the 
coming of the rain. Previous estimates of 
half a crop of corn this year will still hold 
good in case more rain comes within the 
present week. 

Late apples have been hurt but Ifttle, 
while peaches are damaged more, and small 
fruits. failed almost entirely. Apples and 
peaches are falling from the trees on ac- 
count of lack of moisture. 


Speculative sentiment on the Board of 
Trade yesterday veered to the view that 


the rains of the peceding day in the corn | © 


belt were not sufficient In quantity nor gen- 
eral enough in distribution to furnish any 
material relief to the corn crop after the 
long drought. 

Early prices were weak on account of the 
rains, the September future selling at 48 
cents, the lowest ce in a week, but there 
was a steady rally of 2%-% cents, with 
a strong close at 50%-% cents, a net gain 
1%-% cents for the day.

Clumsy looking but quickly adjusted wood- 
en clamps are used to fasten the sideboards 
to the bottom board and to each other.

The end was clamped in 
the stem block, and then the board bent 
around so that one edge was against the bot- 
tom board, where, as Hartman held it in 
place, Otto clamped it.

UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR 
SEEKS DATA ON DIGITS. 


prederick Starr Gathers Information 


Concerning Persons with Too Many 


Professor Frederick Starr of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago has for some time been col- 
lecting data with regard to the unusual num- 
ber of fingers and toes with which some 
people are afflicted, that he may make com- 
parisons and deduce theories therefrom. He 
already has more than 350 cases. 

“ There are two theories given in explana- 
tion of these phenomena, said Professor 
Starr, one of which it not a theory at all, 
but merely a name. This is the dichotomic 
theory, which means the tendency of the 
hands to split. The other is*the avatistic 
theory, which is the name of the idea that 
at some former time our ancestors had more 
than five fingers and five toes on each hand 
and foot. But I do not think either of these 
theories a good one, and am interested to 
find some reason for these singular occur- 
rences among men.“ a 

The professor thinks that,.since there are 
so many people who have an excessive num- 
ber of digits, there is reason to believe there 
is some scientific fact underlying the phe- 
nomena and that possibly our ancestors had 
more fingers and toes than the ordinary mor- 
tal has today. . 4 

Professor Starr said that a few facts were 
prominent thus far—that the larger number 
of cases are from large families and that the 
greater number are found in the South and 
East. Two good cases have been found, 
however, in the southwestern part of Iowa. 
These show the extra fingers and toes per- 
fectly articulated, just as if they had a 
clear right to rank with the ordinary five. 


DEFY CITIZENS; WRECK BANK.

PUBLIC WORK. 


Reform League Reports on 
Odd Methods in House of 
Representatives. 


MEMBERS CONTROL JOBS. 


Few Employes Draw Salaries 
Fixed by Pay Roll and Many 
Are Absent Frequently. 


INSTANCES OF EXTORTION. 


New York, July 16.—[{Special.]—Startling 
charges of abuses in the appointment of 
rubordinate officers and employés in the 
House of Representatives are made in the 
report of the investigating committee of the 
Civil Service Reform League, given to the 
public today. 

It is related that scores of employés Are 
serving in entirely different positions from 
those for which they draw pay; that more 
men are employed than appear on the roll; 
that many receive much more money than 18 
authorised for the places they are supposed 
to occupy, and that a regular system of as- 
sessment in foce, by which employés con- 
tribute a t of their pay to add to salaries 
of more favored ones, or to care for men 
employed in excess of the authorized number. 

Although the superior officers in the House 
are supposed to select the minor employés, 
the positions are found to be divided among 
the Congressmen whose instructions regafd- 
ing removals and new appointments always 
aré obeyed, with no consideration for the 
fitness of the men for the places they are 
given. 

Another feature. of the disc is the 
statement that many employees do no 
work’ beyond drawing their salaries. Others 
spend only a small part of their time in 
Washington, and their pay checks are mailed 
them each month. 

The report quotes extensively from the re- 
port of the House committee, of which Con- 
gressman Moody of Massachusetts was 
chairman, and which made an inguiry into 
the charges during the closing days of the 
last. session. Extracts from the evidence 
given them are introduced to show the can- 
dor of the employés in telling details of the 
system. 

Present System Is Denounced. 

In the course of its report the League 
committee says: 

“It is evident from the facts that the 
positions in the service of the House of 
Representatives are regarded by 
members, not as places where there are 


benefit of the objects of their patronage?

the honest employés, become themselves the 
victims of extortion at the hands of others. 
It is shown by the testimony that many of 
the holders of these places are subject to 
various forms of blackmail in the shape of 
political assessments, and demands for the 
division and distribution of salaries for the 
benefit of other appointees, and sometimies 
for the benefit of those who are not in the 
public service at all.“ 

Regarding the power of Congressmen to 
appoint employés the following testimony 
of Mr. Glenn, the doorkeeper, before the 
Moody committee, is quoted: 

“Q.—Suppose a member of Congress to 
whom an individual appointment is charged 
desires to change his appointee, what is done 
in that case? 

A. immediately it. 

“Q.—Irrespective of the capacity of the 
employé or of his successor? 

“ Q.—The effect often is to lose a man who 
has gained experience and become efficient. 
and to replace him with some other? 

** A.—Yes, sir.“ 


How a Telegrapher Is Placed. 


Among instances of men nominally in po-

The place of House telegrapher is held 
by O. M. Enyart, who in point of fact Nas 
never served in that position, but for a time 
was detailed to the stationery room and then 
to the ‘House library, where he now is.

He has been paid from an appropriation 
carried as ‘ Hire of horses and wagons and 
cartage for use of the clerk's officé, $900.’ 

Enyart, it is stated, devoted a part of his 
time to the compiling of a biographical! dic- 
tionary of Congress.

„page, who cannot read or write, is driver 
‘of the wagon and draws $500 a year. 
„Winthrop C. Jones, says the Moody re- 
port, is carried on the roll as a locksmith 
under the clerk’s department at a salary of 
$1,440, while as a point of fact he performs 
the duty of a messenger and his duties as 
locksmith are performed by Daniel C. Hick- 
ling, who is on the roll as a session folder 
at $75 a month. There are four other men 
serving with Jones as messengers at the 
southwest lobby door.

E. Page, a folder, receives $840; Willard 
Wilson, also a folder, receives $900; John 
Deardorff, on the messenger’s roll, receives 
$1,000; and George Jenison, a special employé 
by House resolution, receives $1,200 per 
annum.

Library Declared Neglected. 

On the subject of absentees the League 
committee says: 

Many other appointees have been absent 
without justification, and yet received pay. 
The librarian and his subordinates have been 
absent for long periods, though the House 
library was in a condition that would require 
years of intelligent labor to put it in proper 
order. It consists of some 300,000 volumes 
(many of which are duplicates) scattered 
from the dome to the basement of the Capi- 
tol, books being piled in unused rooms like 
wood or coal. 

W. H. Smith, who is not on the pay roll, 
does much of the work of looking after the 
books, employés, in their absence, contrib- 
uting small amounts to him. 

In testimony before the Moody committee 
Guy Underwood, on the rolls as a laborer 
at $720 a year, but who was detailed to the 
House Hbrary and ae paid $1,800 a year by 

ficiency bill, said: 

i beg leave to state that I have 
been in the city and ready to do service 
probably as much as any member of the 
force,. because during the summer I would 
be here and be willing to be at the library 
a part of the time each day, because I had 
some business matters, and I could write 
my letters there, and it would not be in con- 
flict with any service I could render thelibra- 
ry.

The Richardsons 
performed all the work, but each lost two 
months’ pay. The transaction was without 
their consent. April, 1900, W. H. Ridley, a 
colored man, to the bathrooms with an- 
other colored man, appar y with the pur- 
pose of taking the place of one of the Rich- 
ardsons. The result was that the Richard- 
son agreed each to pay $10 per month to Rid- 
ley, and did so for eight months. The Rich- 
ardsons continued to do the work. Ridley 
did nothing.“ 

Numerous other cases of a similar nature 
are described, in one instancé a man with 
$3,400 salary receiving only $2,000 of it. The 
report concludes: 

“The entire force in which these abuses 
occurred consisted of 357 persons, and their 
aggregate annual compensation was about 

000. The question presents itself to your 
committee: If such abuses can exist in a force 
of this size, what would be the effect of the 
restoration of the patronage system in the 
85,000 places which are now subject to com- 
petitive examination and merit tenure?”

BUTTERINE UPHELD AT ELGIN. 


Pure Food Commission Faile to Secure 
Conviction of Dealers Under 
the State Law. 


Digin, III., July 16—[Special.]—The Pure 
Food commission has 


attempted again to 
enforce the butterine law and met defeat. 
This is considered a favorable spot for an 
attack, as it is headquarters for the dairy- 
men, but public sentiment in the city seems 
opposed to the enforced abandonment of the 
sale of imitation butter. Recently suit was 
commenced against five business-men, and 
the first hearing took place todey in Justice 
McDonald's court. The suit was against 
Kerber Bros., packing-house proprietors, and 
nearly all of the time waa consumed in se- 
curing a jury. There was no dispute of the 
facts as presented by the State’s Attorney. 
Dr. Eaton, State Analyst, and R. M. Pat- 
terson of the Pure Food commission were 
witnesses. The attorney for the defense ai- 
tacked the constitutionality of the law and 
declared it class legislation. The jury failed 
to convict, all but one member being in favor 
of the defendants. A test case will be taken 
to the Supreme Court. There have been 
many similar suits here during the last few 
years, and in no instance has a conviction 
been obtained.

Mathilde Marchesi of Paris is today the 
most famous music teacher in the world. 
“Ten Singing Lessons” by her is one of 
unique interest and value. It is a book not 
only of interest to teachers and to students 
of music but is one which is replete with sug - 
gestions of the utmost value for all ingen- 
ious and gifted students of any form of art.

Should you, in your holiday wanderings, en- 


eounter some young Americans who intend to 


study in Europe, kindly tell them that I am 
not too severe, as a mischievous legend will 
have it, but that Iam conscientious. I would 
not have parents spend their money useless- 
ly, or children waste their best years in fruit- 
less endeavor. My ambition, my aim, is that 
each of my pupils shall leave my school a 
good opera singer, a good concert singer, or 
a good teacher. I will have no mediocrity; 
in our day mediocrity is worse than useless. 
Tell your friends not to come to me unless 
they have two full years, to work; tell them 
to come to me good musicians, to acquire a 
Knowledge of German and French, and, 
above all, to lay in a store of patience.” Let 
your watchword, she says, be Courage, 
perseverance, work!“

At that time Zionism was a mere shibboleth to me, one of the husks that are blown 
about the social and political highways.

I was astonished to find that Herzl had learned to speak English with wonderful 
fluency. Now and then he falls back on a charming Latinism (such as avitate for

idealism is his confidence. He has faith in his faith. He believes through walls of dif- 
ficulty. And this imaginative prophet has in him a granite basis of common sense. He 
keeps his visions well tn leash, and prefers to talk of the hard, practical side of his vast 
scheme for leading the people of Israel back to the promised land.

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS IN A 
NOVEL CONTEST. 


Miss Lina Mattocks of Kansas and Nel- 
son C. Field of Iowa Meet at the 
Residence of Professor Starr and 
Recite Poetry for Three Hours— 
Quote from Half Dozen Writers— 
Girls Memory Finally Fails and the 
Man Wins. 


A teacher of English from Kansas and the 
editor of a newspaper from Iowa, both 
studying at the University of Chicago, fought 
an unlimited round contest last night at the 
residence of Professor Frederick Starr.
